(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

2. Claims 1 , 3-7, 12-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Laude 
(FR2537362. cited by applicant). 

Laude teaches receiving a signal (a) and processing the signal to provide 
a WDM signal having two channels that are each associated with the information 
bearing signal. In this case, M=1 and N=2. Further, if "a" were time division 
multiplexed, the signal "a" would be comprised of more than one ("M") 
information bearing signals. In regard to claims 7 and 15-16, Laude teaches 
differential amplifiers which provide differential decoding. Further, in the case 
where M does not equal 1 , it would have been obvious to use a time division 
multiplexed signal in order provide multiple information on a single signal. In 
such a case, M would be greater than 1 . 

3. Claims 2 and 8-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Laude (FR 2537364). 

Although Laude does not specifically teach that different encoders are 
used in order to provide the different signals, he teaches that the signal "a" is 
processed into two signals "a1" and "a2". It would have bee obvious to use 
encoders in order to provide the two signals which are different from each other 
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yet still related to the original signal(s). in regard to claim 10, he teaches that the 
signals are inverted see figure 4), It would therefore, have been obvious that the 
signals must be inverted in some way. It would have been obivosu to use an 
inverter in order to provide the inverted signal.
